and six shifting elements, wherein a second clutch detachably connects the third shaft 
and the sixth shaft with one another, a third clutch detachably connects the fourth shaft 
and the fifth shaft with one another, and fourth and fifth clutches detachably connect the 
fourth shaft and the sixth shaft with one another, the fourth clutch detachably connects 
the fourth shaft and the seventh shaft with one another, and the fifth clutch detachably 
connects the sixth shaft and the seventh shaft with one another, along with the other 
elements required by independent claims 24 and 28.
